the tamper evident cap is cooperatively engaged to the sealing cap 
via interengaging serrations which are formed on the tamper evident 
cap and the sealing cap. ^

the tamper evident cap includes a removable tear strip which 
defines the parting region thereof. ^ 

(New) The tamper evident closure of Claim^,3.ar^herein : 

the tear strip of the tamper evident cap extends between 
upper and lower cap portions thereof; and 

the tamper evident cap is sized and configured relative 
to the sealing cap such that the removal of the tear strip 
therefrom allows for the separation and removal of the upper 
cap portion from the sealing cap.
